Government ' Experiments in TVirdess 


Tcli>Bni|iliy Now Iteins .trnde in the

WASHlXflTOX, March 12.—Secretary 


Wilson of the agricultural department is 
pushing the wireless telegraphy experi- 
ments along the Virginia nnd North Car- 
olina coasts. The wnrk is being done 
hv Secretary Wilson's direction under 
the immedmte supervision of Prof. Willis 
L. Moore, chief of the wcaHier bureau. 
Prof? Moore made this statement ,to the 
Associated Press today regarding the re- 
sults of the experiments so far conduct- 
ed: 


"The most efficient method of long dis- 


tance transmission has been found to be 
from wire cylinders. The new coast sta- 
tions are being cquipiicd^wilh cylinders 
of sixteen wires each and 140 feet in 
length. From these cylinders it is ex- 
pected to cover a magnetic Held of not 
less than fjOO miles. The stations now in 
operation arc at Hntteras.and at Roan- 
oke Island, in the Pnmlico Sound. North 
Carolina! Workmen arc 
beginning tho 


construction of a station at Cnpc Henry 
which will be tho third station. When 
this is finished the two remote station? 
will bo li!7 miles apart. The three.points 
now arc connected by n government tele- 
graph line but this line will be abandon- 
ed on the completion of the Capo Henry 
station. This incidentally will save the 
expense of maintenance of a half dozen 
repair stations-"

All_ supplies, except 
enough for two companies, have been 
packed and marked for Manila. The 
British plans .con-template a summer 
along the P.ei-Ho and a general with- 
drawal offerees to India,. leaving- be- 
lind by next winter half a battalien of 
Welsh 'fusiliers as a legation, guard in 
Peking, together with an Indian r,egi- 
ment to g-uord the railroad. The Ger- 
mans show few signs of intention to 
depart, but they- are endeavoring to sell 
50,000 American" and Australian horses, 
as' well as a quantity ol camels. It. is 
reported that the French intend 
to 


withdraw most of their forces, leaving 
one infantry brigade, a regiment of 
cavalry and some artillery to protect 
the French legation and to guard tfie 
lines of communication. A part of this 
force, it-is understood, will be em- 
plovcd to guard the Franco-Belgian 
railroad frojn Peking to. Pao^ting-f u.
